The First-Annual Show of the Vul- 
wn District Poultry & Pet^ftock As- 
slteia$ion was held on Thursday, the 
12th February, in the I.O.O.F. Hall, 
and was a huge success from every 
Doint of view. The number and the 
excellence of the quality of the birds 
exhibited was a surprise to all, none 
having apparently thought that so 
many fine birds were in the district. 
The Association had secured exhibition

coops so that the, birds showed to the 
best advantage. There were five rows 
of coops stretching from one end to 
the other of the basement of the hall, 
the main hall being used for the dem¬ 
onstrations and lectures. 

Judging started at one o'clock. Mr.-

of the official judges of the province, 
placed the birds in the pure bred 
•classes, and Mr. G. M. Cormie, of Ed¬ 
monton, Dominion Poultry Represen¬ 
tative for Alberta, judged the laying 
classes. Mr. Timms’ work was great¬ 
ly admired, his thorough mastery of 
the art of judging, his cheerfulness 
with all who asked information re¬ 
garding his reasons for his decisions, 
and his willingness to impart informa¬ 
tion to all enquiriers were greatly 
appreciated.

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amended* The result was that a 
large proportion of even the best law- 
abiding citizens were breaking the 
present law both in spirit and in fact. 
This was disastrous to public morals- 
and had brought the law into disre¬ 
pute, encouraging forgery, perjury 
and illicit manufacturing. 

Mr. Sfiort, a prominent lawyer of 
Edmonton, believed that ninety nine 
per cent of the legal talent.. of the 
province was in favor of the mode a- 
tionists’ theory. . His p rsonal view 
was that the sale of real beer by gov¬ 
ernment vendors would be greatly 
preferable to the open bar, and the 
reffect would be that many who were 
now drinking whiskey would drink 
beer instead/ * . ' • 

The action ^ugges'ted by. the mod- 
erationists was that the aat of 191(1 
be restored in its essential particul¬ 
ars, provided that the government a.- 
lone shall dispense'alcoholic .liquors, 
and that it shall establish dispensar- 
ies so as reasonably to take care of 
the public requirements. It is involv¬ 
ed m this scheme that there shall be 
no traffic jn liquor except by the gov¬ 
ernment to householders and Ural the 
restrictions on the use of beer and 
light wines be largely removed. 

The delegation also asked that 
•spirits be rationed if the government 
thought it wise to do so. As to i en- 
alties under the Liquor Act, it was 
suggested that they should be made 
not over severe except upon bootleg¬ 
gers.

CANADA’S POSITION CLEAR 
“If the United States senate.yhould 
adopt the Lenroqt- reservation, eit' er 
in its! original ferm or amended as 
now sdggcsted, and should also adopt 
the preamble as pioposed, Canada -as 
one of the dominions of the British 
Empire and a party to the treaty, 
would be palled upon to decide what 
action she should take under these' 
conditions. There can be no possible 
doubt what Canada’s decision ' would 
be. She cannot and will not consent 
to any impairment of her status and 
voting rights under the treaty. There¬ 
fore, when final actiota in the treaty 
is taken by the government of the 
United States, if the ratification can 
only become effective on Cana a’s as¬ 
sent thereto, the ratification cannot 
go into effect so far as Canada is con¬ 
cerned, as Canada will not give that 
assent” _ ,

is inconceivable that any government | 
in Canada could be so. false to bdth 
the living and the dead and to Caro¬ 
tids future as to give the assent of 
Cana-ia to a proposal which would de- 
pi ive Canada of the position and sta¬ 
tus won for her by her soldiers on the 
field of battle and accorded to her at 
the peace conference by the enlight¬ 
ened judgment of nations; particu'ar- 
ly is this Jh e case when full status 
voting rights are granted, and we 
think properly granted to several ra¬ 
tions on the American contirent 
which either by reason o£ treaties 
with the United States or of economic 
necessity are dependent upon her, na¬ 
tions which took no part in the war 
and whose combined populations do 
not exceed that of Canada. 

Mr. Rowell dealt with the reviseo 
form of the reservations on voting 
rights submitted to the United States 
senate recently, and said: 

‘.‘The- latter part of the reservation 
which refers to disputes between any 
portion of the British Empire and the 
United States, but expresses what we 
understand to'be the effect of the 
treaty -as it now stands, and ifTthere- 
fore an interpretation rather than an 
amendment of the treaty. The first 
part of the reservation, however, is a 
clear amendment to the treaty , and a 
cljrect challenge of the status and vot¬ 
ing rights of Canada and the other 
dominions. We are at a complete loss 
to understand why the United States, 
our nearest neighbor, shdlild be the 
one nation of the world to challenge 
our position.”

More than 25,000-' persons of the 
farj/ning class emigrated to Canada 
from, the United States dining UUll r 
according to government reports 
made public here recently. 

The United States furnished 32.064 
persons, nearly half of the Dominion’s 
total immigration. They brought 
with them cash and effects valued aff 
*18,419,406. 

Total immigration for the ye&r-was 
117,633, an ijici’ease of 134 per eent 
over 1918. The British island.-<|£iu'- 
nished 57,251 immigrants. 

Alberta attracted more Americans 
than other province—13,883. Otler 
provinces followed in this order: On¬ 
tario, 12,093; Saskatchewan,- 8,672; 
Quebec, 6,617; Manitoba, 4,465; Bri¬ 
tish Columbia, 3,361; Maritime pro¬ 
vinces, 2,593; ami Yukon territory. 


It is estimated that the export of 
cattle from the province of Alberta tt> 
the Chfted States in 1919 will carry a 
value of about $13,(M>(rf)00 or nearly 
double the export of^tlte year 1948.
